Recent re- 
search has disproved this, and 
although a certain percentage is 
caused by this, many other in- 
stances may be attributed to 
pre-natal:-and birth and _ post- 
natal brain injuries, nutritional 
deficiencies, and many as yet 
unknown tauses. He pointed out 
the need for much additional. re- 
search since-at the present time 
the cause of only 25 of retard- 
ation is known.
